WHAT TAFT SAID. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M* 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—When Sec- 
retary Taft was before the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations, which 
was considering the Urgent Deficiency 
Bill, he requested an appropriation of 
$100,000 to be expended for additional 
barracks and quarters for the army 
at or near Manila. When asked as to 
the necessity for this appropriation, 
he stated that the situation in China 
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was such that it might be necessary 
at any time to send troops there, and 
that it would be wise to have troops 
near to be used for that purpose. The 
report of the committee, when print- 
ed, will be referred to the Committee 
on Philippines as it is thought by 
some Senators that the matter is of 
such importance that the Committee 


on Philippines should take it up and 
consider it.

FIGHT FRANCE. 


| Advices by a Traveler are That the 
People Do Not Support Him in His 
Intentions and May Revolt When 
Blockade is Established. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS AM! 


[ILLEMSTAD (Island of Cura- 

cao) Feb. 9.—A traveler who ar- 

rived here from Venezuela today, 
sald: 
“President Castro is busily engaged 
in enlisting throughout the republic 
and in other ways preparing for war. 
Generals in each State have been com- 
missioned, and orders have been given | 
to call the recruits to the colors. 

“Information from the best sources 
ingicates that the people do not sup- 
port President Castro. On all sides 
are heard expressions of a desire to 
revolt and overthrow the President's 
government as soon as the French 
blockade is declared. 

“A well-informed Venezuelan told 
me that the troops wil! desert their 
colors, as they have all been compelled | 
to join the army. voluntary enlistment | 
being unknown in Venezuela. Puerto. 
Cabello and La Guayra are the only | 
porte capable of making a slight de- 
fenee. The former has two modern 6- 
inch guns and the latter has four mod- 
ern inch guns, with the usual display 
of old Spanish pieces, which would be 
Moon to pieces at the first shot. 

"It is doubted whether President 
Castro can raise more than 16,000 men 
who will take the field with any show 


of spirit. The men are armed with 
Mauser rifles, but they never practice 


shocting. They have 20,000,000 of ball! 
cartridges and a few mountain guns. 
The Venezuela navy consists of five 
small craft concentrated at La.Guayra. 

“Well-posted persons express fear | 
that the French citizeris in Venezuela 
will be in great danger if war breaks 
out. President Castro is of a revenge-— 
ful nature, and the inhabitants of the | 
country are at his mercy. 

It is reported at Caracas. that! the 
American Mimister, Mr. Russell, is per- 
sona non grata, owing to the appareni | 
siding of the United States with | 
France, and that he may be given his | 
passport. Matters are nearing a eh | 
max. President Castro vin compel | 
obedience to his will. ) 

“Five days ago the newspaper, El 
Grito del Pueblo, suggested that the 
people should not resist the French. | 
The editor was immediately impris- | 
oned without a show of trial and the | 
pa per was suppressed. 

The German chargé d'affaires, in- 
dignantly contradicts reports said to 
be circulated by President Castro and | 
others of his party that Germany is 
supporting Venezuela's policy against 
France. 

Gen. Alcantrara, a Venezuelan edu- 
cated at West Point, has been appoint- 
ed to the military command at La 
Guayra. He has received orders to 
fire on any French warships the mo- 
ment they are sighted.”

York three weeks earlier than they 
would by going around the Horn. 

It has been but a short time since 
a mysterious order for fifty miles of 
eight-inch pipe for the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama was placed in Pittsburgh. It was 
not known until today that it was for 
this scheme, but Galvin this afternoon 
admitted that such was the case.

NEW YORK CUSTOMHOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—A hearing 
was held today before the House Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds on the resolution introduced 
by Representative Sulzer of New York 
in regard to the sale of the old New 
York customhouse property.

ORSE HORROR, 
THIS RUNAWAY. 


POOR ANIMAL IMPALED ON POLE 
OF COLLIDING CAB. 


Dangerous Dash on North Main 
Street Results in Crash, Shake-up 
of Prize-Fight Fans, Broken Ve- 
hicles, and Possible Arrest—“Booze” 
Said to be Cause. 


“Plue” Sepulveda, a one-legged hack 
driver, figured in a horrible runaway 
accident on North Main street at 11 
o'clock last night. 

Sepulveda attempted to drive his 
horses from the stand in front of the 


St. Elmo Hotel, when suddenly the 
team became unmanageable and 
Started on a wild run toward the 


Plaza. The two horses rushed savage- 
ly along the crowded thoroughfare, 
dodging between cars and grazing 
pedestrians. 

A hack, loaded with fight fans, re- 
turning from the Herman-Herrera 
mill, was being driven rapidly south, 
en Main street. Straight at the on- 
coming team dashed the frenzied run- 
away. with the one-legged driver on 
the box. At Arcadia street the two 
teams came together with a sickening 
crash. Sepulveda wae thrown off and 
severely bruised, and the occupants of 
the other carriage were roughly 
shaken up. 

The pole of Sepulveda’s hack struck 
the near horse of the other team, im- 
paling the animal. All the horses fel! 
stunned to the pavement. The injured 
brute was disembowled and lay squeal- 
ing in agony on the pavement until its 
misery was ended by Policeman Oker. 
Several who saw the accident de- 
clare the oecupants of both hacks were 
drunk. The statement was made by 
at least three eyewitnesses that the 
horses of both teams were not under 
control, Blame was heaped upon 
Sepulveda for the reckless manner in 
which he handled his team. f 

The hack containing the fight fans 
is the property of the Panorama 
Stables. The vehicle is damaged, and 
the other horse injured. 

The occupants of this hack hurried 
from the scene of the accident and re- 
fused to give their names. None were 
seriousiy hurt. They were evidently 
men who do not want their wives to 
know that they took in this prize fight. 
The one-legged driver was taken 
to the California Stables, near by. 
When seen by The Times reporter 
Sepulveda appeared still under the in- 
fluence of liquor, He refused to talk 
about the accident other than to say 
he was not the driver of the team. He 
may be arrested on a charge of crimi-|{ 
nal carclessness.

VENICE. Feb. 9.—The high tide of 
last night dia practically no damage to 
the shore int south of Venice 
‘along Short Line Beach. The bulk- 
heads of piles and boards and the bul- 
warks of barrels and sacks filled with 


rolled calmly in and receded in play- 
ful mood. 
Butthis morning all was changed. 
Serenity no longer marked the attitude 
of the ocean. The sea was in an an- 
gry mood, and as the breakers rolled 
higher and higher upon the shore it 
became evident early in the game that 
the temporary barriers that had been 
erected by man to stay the advance 
of the hungry waves would tumble as 
card houses when given the solar 
plexus by the keen-édged and swirling 
end of a roaring comber. Inch by 
inch and foot by foot the waves ad- 
vanced. They gnawed great chunks 
out of the beach and were soon rush- 
ing behind, around, through and over 
the bulkheads. The sand was whirled 
away by the carioad, being scooped 
out in immense quantities from under 
the cottages. 

The stout buikhead that had been 
erected by Flavel Shurtleff for the pro- 
tection of his $5000 residence, was 
whisked away as if it had been so 
many straws. The great fifteen-foot 
piling sunk deep in the sand and held 
together by a two-inch blank and great 
spikes of iron were torn loose and 
tossed upon the beach as if they had 
been matches. The walks in front of 
the house were carried into the sea as 
the sand was stolen from under them. | 
The front porch was tern away and 
with a mournful creak floated off on 
the tide. On and on the waves came, 
digging the sand from under the house 
and throwing spume far up the sides 
of the deserted home. The crowd of 
onlookers, swelled to thousands, en- 
pected every moment to see the great 
house carried inte the sea, but fortu- 
nately it withstood the attack, and as 
the receding tide made room for an 
army of workers, men were soon busy 
with hammers and saws and spades 
and shoels, endeavoring to prererve 
the house against destruction by the 
next tide. The house is so large it 
cannot well be moved, and the chances 
are good for saving it if there is no 
heavy southwester during the next few 
days. It has once more been protect- 
ed by a solid bulkhead, reinforced with 
berrels and sacks filled with sand, and 
an outer course of tree branches to 
serve as a riprap to hold the sand in
